judgment on a suit for damages involving more 


than $12,000 for alleged 


breach of contract and 


loss of profit allegedly suffered as a result of the 
non-delivery of a quantity of groundnuts. 

The plaintiffs were the Pekhaj Trading Co., Ltd, of 
Victory House, who were represented by Mr R. W. 8S. 
Winter, instructed by Mr H. L. Kwan, of Messrs Ford, 


Kwan and Co. 


The defendants were the 
Grandland’ Trading Co., of 
Room 7, Pedder Building. 
They were not represented 
by Counsel, 

The plaintiffs claimed that by 
five contracts in December 1952 
and January 1953, defendants 
agreed to sell them 160 long tons 
of groundnuts at $100 and $98 a 
4on, delivery ‘to be made within 
a month of the date of each con- 
tract. 

A total of omly 125.119 tons 
were delivered and paid for. 
and 34.881 tons remained un- 
delivered, resulting in loss and 
damage to plaintiffs, who ‘had 


arranged for the groundnuts to 


be re-sold In Europe for £134 
£132 and. £133 9 ton.
